Coach donates 
kidney to player

ATLANTA As he battled kidney failure, Wake Forest Uni- 
versity baseball player Kevin Jordan never lost hope that 
“something is going to happen and 111 get better.” 

On Wednesday, Jordan, 19, stood before a packed news 
conference with a new kidney donated by his coach, Tom 
Walter, and vowed to soon return to baseball. 

“Fm just really thankful,” Jordan said. “It’s a little sore 

but I can’t complain 
about any of this. As 
soon as my body agrees 
with me and I’m al- 
lowed to start playing. 
I’ll start playing.” 

Jordan’s kidney fail- 
ure was caused by a rare 
auto-immune disorder, 
ANCA vasculitis, diag- 
nosed in early 2010, his 
doctors said Wednes- 
day 

Jordan, heavily re- 
cruited by colleges and 
drafted by the New 
^rk ^nkees, spent his 
first semester at Wake 
Forest on dialysis as his 
doctors searched for a 
kidney donor. They could not find a family member who 
was a match, so Walter, 42, volunteered. 

The surgery was performed Monday at Emory Univer- 
sity Hospital in Atlanta. 

“I didn’t want Kevin to wait one more day if I could 
help out,” Walter said Wednesday 

‘All along, it’s been about trying to do the right thing. 
This whole process has never been about getting Kevin 
back on the field. This has always been about Kevin hav- 
ing a chance at a normal life.” 

Patients who receive transplants live, on average, 
10 years longer than those who are on dialysis, doctors 
said. Kidney donors also can Live long, healthy lives, they 
added. 

“The first living donor transplant was done in 1954 and 
that person just died last year,” said Kenneth Newell, the 
Emory University physician who removed Walter’s kid- 
ney. 

“The expectation from the studies that have been done 
is that carefully screened, healthy people who take care of 
themselves lead normal lives.” 

Walter told reporters he feels great after the surgery 
and hopes to watch baseball practice Friday at Wake For- 
est in North Carolina. “The risks are not as great as you 
think they are,” he said. 

Jordan said he considers himself particularly fortunate 
because so many others are on waiting lists for transplants. 

“Basically I try to complain a lot less,” he said. ''You 
see a lot of people in way worse situations than I am who 
don’t have donors. I didn’t have to ask anybody I was 
lucky”

Is WikiLeaks bank bombshell a bust?

LONDON The bombshell that Wiki- 
Leaks founder Julian Assange has said 
could “take down a bank or two” may 
in fact be something of a dud. 

Assange has said privately he does 
not know if his cache of internal Bank 
of America data, whose public release 
he has suggested might be imminent, 
contains any big news or scandal, ac- 
cording to three people familiar with 
the WkiLeaks leader’s private discus- 
sions about the material. 


They said that Assange said it con- 
sists of e-mails from the hard drive of a 
Bank of America executive’s computer 
and that the latest messages are dated 
sometime in 2006. 

The sources said that Assange pri- 
vately acknowledged the material 
was not self-explanatory and that he 
personally was unable to make much 
sense of it. Assange indicated it would 
require a substantial amount of ef- 
fort by financial experts to determine 
whether any of the material was news- 


worthy, according to the sources. 

Assange’s private characterizations 
of the Bank of America material as 
being dated and difficult to interpret 
contrasts with inflammatory public 
statements he has made— some as 
recently as last month— touting the 
significance of bank-related materials 
WkiLeaks has been planning to pub- 
lish. 

A person who works with Assange 
did not respond to an e-mailed request 
for comment.

Confessions of a 
bi-curious voter 

We’re less than two weeks from the mayoral election Feb. 22, and I 
still have no idea who will get my vote. 

The black man in me demands that I support Carol Moseley Braun 
as the African-American unity candidate. It seems that picking a 
single candidate to rally around certainly makes sense to a lot of 
people in the African-American community 

^t the gay man in me insists that I consider Rahm Emanuel, who 
is a proponent for gay marriage— especially because Fm planning to 
get married soon. Emanuel also was part of President Obama’s admin- 
istration, which helped repeal “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.” 

Decisions, decisions. 

I’ve always been what I call “politically bi-curious.” I’m interested 
in certain aspects of different candidates, but I never feel satisfied 
with the choices I make. The entire election exercise becomes less 
about what I want and more about what society says is right for my 
particular minority group — or minority groups . 

This year’s mayoral election isn’t the first time my political loyalties 
have pulled me in different directions. 

During the presidential primaries a few years ago, I was torn be- 
tween Hillary CHnton and Obama. Clinton seemed to be a bit more 
in favor of gay marriage, and Obama would go only so far as support- 
ing civil unions. I couldn’t decide what was more important to me: 
the potential of getting the right to legally marry my partner or the 
possibility of seeing America’s first African-American president. 

I would spend nights writing lists of pros and cons for each candi- 
date in attempts to determine who best suited my beliefs. Ultimately, 
every Hst fell short and it all circled back to supporting my black 
counterpart. 

I’ll admit, too often I have voted based on racial similarities rather 
than issues, but it’s time for that to change. 

There isn’t a political party for me. I get that— and I know I am far 
from the only person who finds these decisions maddening. But as 
I reach adulthood, I intend to develop a more sophisticated politi- 
cal eye so that a vote for someone with a different skin color doesn’t 
come with a side dish of guilt. 

How am I going to sort out my bi-curiosity? This time around. I’m 
taking a new approach to the election. 

I’m not going to weigh which candidate is pro-black or pro-gay 
but who is pro-me. I’m not going to play Russian roulette with the 
mayoral election, but determine which candidate is the most honest 
about his or her beliefs— even on issues that have nothing to do with 
race or sexual orientation. 

No candidate will ever reflect my opinions —or yours — on every 
issue, but as voters we need to put that aside. 

This election isn’t just about what each candidate represents, it’s 
about who can implement the best policies.

Steve Schnur thinks of himself as something 
of an environmental role model. 

When he decided to take the plunge into 
electric cars, he went big. To say the least. 

Schnur plimked down about $140,000 for 
a Tesla Roadster Sport electric car (suggested 
retail price: just over $100,000) with all the 
bells andwhistles— a bright orange statement 
of a vehicle to anyone who sees the 41-year- 
old commuting from his home in Bucktown 
to his office in River North. 

“I figured if I was going to do it, then I should 
go for broke,” Schnur said. “It attracts pointing, 
but I want people to find out about it.” 

As one of Chicago’s first owners of the plug- 
in sports car, Schnur is on the cutting edge of 
a growing demand for electric cars as drivers 
clamor for environmental— and potentially 
cheaper— alternatives to the traditional inter- 
nal combustion engine. 

On Friday, the Chicago Auto Show opens to 
the public for its two-week run at McCormick 
Place, and no fewer than five electric cars will 
be on display Rest assured, all of them will be 
cheaper than Tesla’s models. 

Which brings us back to this nagging ques- 
tion: Seriously $140,000 for an electric car? 
^u bet, said Schnur, who acknowledged he’s 
paying a premium as one of the first owners of 
a developing technology According to the Tes- 
la website, the Roadster has a 245-mile range 
on a full charge and a top speed of 125 mph— 
outstanding for an electric car but still shy of 
the performance of a gas-powered sports car. 


THE BUZZ ON CHICAGO’S FUTURE 

The city of Chicago this week awarded a 
$1.9 million contract to a San Diego firm to 
install 280 electric vehicle charging stations 
in the city and its surrounding suburbs by 
the end of 2011. The contract means the city 
has cleared a major hurdle to making elec- 
tric vehicle adoption a reality. Electric and 
plug-in vehicle manufacturers have said 
they will roll out their vehicles first to cities 
with extensive charging infrastructure. Ford 
is the only auto manufacturer so far to an- 
nounce that Chicago will be among its ini- 
tial rollout cities for electric vehicles, tribune 

^ 

“I really believe in the concept,” Schnur 
said. ‘And when they started producing {the 
Tesla], all of a sudden a whole bunch of hybrid 
improvements were announced elsewhere.” 

Not all electric cars come with six-figure 
price tags, of course, but they are more ex- 
pensive than their gas-powered cousins, gen- 
erally starting in the mid-$30,ooo range. To 
encourage consumers and manufacturers to 
put more electric cars on the roads, federal 
and state governments are offering tax credits 
of as much as $11,500 for new purchases. 

“We’re really living in the ^Id West right 
now” in the electric car movement, said Nick 
Chambers, electric vehicle writer and special- 
ist for plugincars.com, a website for electric 
car queries. ‘Anything I say at this point can 
change based on new policies [or] a manufac- 
turer’s announcement.” 

In Chicago, where the city’s Department 
of Environment says 92 percent of commut- 


ers drive fewer than 40 miles a day, the move- 
ment hasn’t gained traction as fast as some 
proponents would hope. 

The city was passed over for initial delivery 
of Chevrolet’s M)lt and Nissan’s Leaf, two of the 
featured electric vehicles at the Chicago Auto 
Show And the federally funded Electric Mhicle 
Project, which installs quick charge pubHc sta- 
tions, didn’t deem Illinois a top priority 

Another challenge is finding places to plug 
in. Chicago has only about a dozen public 
fueling stations, according to Department 
of Environment deputy commissioner Josh 


Milbery and most are operated in downtown 
parking garages. 

The electric cars concept isn’t entirely new, 
however, as many Chicagoans have been driv- 
ing— and building— them for years. 

Peter Hartel of ^^C^cker Park briefly owned 
a Geo Metro that was converted from gas to 
electric, and he not-so-fondly recalls running 
an extension cord from his home out to his 
car parked on the street before eventually in- 
stalling an outdoor outlet on his fence. 

And finding a mechanic who can navigate a 
converted electric car? Not easy.

Retail price aside, deciding wheth- 
er to buy a car with a gas engine 
or a car that is powered by batter- 
ies isn’t as simple as it may seem. 
While the debate is extremely 
complex, here are some pros and 
cons of owning an electric car. j.l. 

FINANCIAL 

PRO: There is a federal tax credit 
of $7,500 for new qualifying elec- 
tric cars and a state rebate of up to 
$4,000. Plus, electricity is cheaper 
than gas. 

CON: Batteries are expensive. It 
costs $10,000 to make the bat- 
tery pack for each Nissan Leaf, for 
example. 

CONVENIENCE 

PRO: You can “fuel” your car in 
the garage overnight. Meanwhile, 
charging stations are being in- 
stalled all over the country. 

CON: An electric car can take 
anywhere from three to 18 hours 
to fully charge, depending on volt- 
age, while a gas tank fills up in just 
a few minutes. 


“It takes some serious commitment if you’re 
doing a DIY^ type vehicle,” Hartel, 53, said. “It’s 
a lot of work on your own part.” 

Still, perks such as paying only $5 in power 
charges to refuel an electric car at home and skip- 
ping the gas station Lines make owning an elec- 
tric car worthwhile, owners and supporters say 
And the price of electric vehicles will only 
decrease as manufacturing the technology be- 
comes more efficient, according to Ted Lowe, 
director of the Naperville-based Fox Valley 
Electric Auto Association, an advocacy group 
and car club.

“There are too many wins for the electric 
cars,” Lowe says. “I mean, do you carry a phone 
around the size of a brick anymore?” 

For FVEAA member Todd Dore, who com- 


the Loop in a 2008 Volkswagen Beetle that 
he converted to an electric engine, owning 
an electric car is an issue of conscience. The 
North Riverside commuter swapped out the 
gas engine after deciding that America had 
grown too dependent on foreign oil, and now 
he refuels simply by plugging in his Beetle ev- 
ery night before bed. 

“For moral reasons. I’m trying to keep things 
homegrown as much as possible,” said Dore, 44, 
who is on a reservation list to buy a Nissan Leaf 
“I want to lead by example ... walk the walk.”

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City earns 

blizzard 

approval

As Chicagoans put 
away their snow 
blowers and “dibs” 
chairs— for now 
—city officials can 
look back on the 
Groundhog Day 
Blizzard of 2011 and 
congratulate them- 
selves: An over- 
whelming majority 
of residents think 
the city did a good 
job responding to the storm, according to a 
Tribune AJC^GN poll. 

Nearly three-quarters of the Chicagoans 
surveyed— 73 percent— gave the city an over- 
all passing grade for how it handled the storm. 

In fact, when it came to the storm’s most 
conspicuous consequence— the hundreds of 
vehicles snowbound along Lake Shore Drive 
—respondents were more likely to blame the 
stranded drivers than the city 

A majority of those polled also said snow 
removal in their neighborhoods was as good 
as could be expected. But how well they be- 
lieved the city performed varied in degree 
depending on where residents lived and their 
ethnicity Minorities and South Side residents 
gave lower marks for the city’s performance, 
though they still approved of the effort by a 
wide margin. 

In interviews, some of those polled said the 
city was at the mercy of the blizzard’s fury, 
and officials fared well in the face of a storm 
that dumped more than 20 inches of wind- 
whipped snow in roughly 24 hours. 

“The mayor and [the Department of] 
Streets and Sanitation don’t have control over 
the weather, so they do their best,” said Wen- 
dy Kotrba, 53, of North Park. “They were very 
organized.” 

The most memorable image of the storm 
is likely to be the stranded motorists on Lake 
Shore Drive. On the evening of the storm, 
hundreds of cars and several city buses be- 
came stuck after car crashes at North Side ex- 
its prompted officials to close the major road. 
Many of the stranded spent the night in their 
cars before being rescued the next morning. 

But only 20 percent of respondents blamed 
the city for the debacle, while 29 percent 
blamed the drivers themselves. Even more — 
40 percent— said neither the city nor drivers 
were at fault, suggesting that the snow itself 
was the culprit. 
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That’s how many 
cars that had to 
be towed from 
Lake Shore Drive 
following last 
week’s blizzard 
remain unclaimed, 
according to the 
city’s website. 




Woman risks her life 
to save dogs in lake

Shannon Nickerson worried as she 
watched two dogs playing on the ice along 
the Howard Beach shoreline. 

They were about 100 feet from shore, 
and Nickerson feared they could break 
through the ice and into frigid Lake Michi- 
gan any second. Sure enough, the brown 
pit bull mix and black-and-white Austra- 
lian shepherd mix were heading back to 
the beach when they started barking. 

“You could hear the dogs crying and the 
ice cracking underneath them,” said Nick- 
erson, 31, who is being called a hero for 
coming to the dogs’ rescue Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Nickerson, watching from outside a 
friend’s apartment, was quickly joined by 
two dog-owning neighbors, Reva Mead- 
ows and Robin Vice, who had also spotted 
the animals in peril. 

The women raced over the ice with 


Nickerson’s 4-year-old Labrador retriever. 
Ghost. Nickerson said she hoped to use 
Ghost to coax the other dogs to shore. But 
before they could get close, the two dogs 
were in the water. 

The black-and-white dog managed to pull 
himself quickly out of the water and scamper 
to shore. “The brown one just went straight 
through the ice,” Nickerson said. 

Nickerson quickly laid down, inching up 
to the pit bull as Meadows and her dog fol- 
lowed. Soon, Ghost was also in the water. 

“The [pit bull} was just swimming out; 
she’s swimming in circles,” Nickerson said. 
“There was a turning point. It was the re- 
alization that somebody was going to have 
to go in to get the dog out.” 

Being the closest to the dogs, Nickerson 
took off her coat and scarf and tossed her 
cell phone to Meadows. 

She plunged chest-high into the water 
and first pulled Ghost out of the water and 


handed her to Meadows. 

As she turned back to the pit bull, she re- 
alized for the first time what she had done: 
she was mostly submerged in near-freezing 
water on a day when the wind chills were 
dipping below zero. “It was an unreal feel- 
ing of being entirely enclosed [by ice] and 
not having anything to grip on,” she said. 

She said she slogged about five feet 
through the water before she could get to 
the pit bull, only its head showing above 
the icy lake. When Nickerson reached the 
dog, she realized she was just in time. 

“She wasn’t moving,” Nickerson said. 
“She had given up the fight.” 

Nickerson managed to toss the pit bull 
to Meadows, who was up to her knees in 
the water. The dog seemed to go limp in 
her arms, both women said. 

Meadows, who called Nickerson “the 
real hero,” kept the dogs in a storage area 
in her home overnight.

DePaul gets 
papers of 
‘Dead Man 
Walking’ nun

DePaul University on Wednesday 
unveiled the personal archives of 
Sister Helen Prejean, the outspo- 
ken New Orleans nun and author 
who became one of the nation’s 
leading voices against the death 
penalty and whose story was 
the basis of the film “Dead Man 
Walking.” 

Her archives include personal 
journals, notes from meetings, 
letters, speeches and other arti- 
facts spanning three decades. 

The papers include her per- 
sonal correspondence and manu- 
scripts for her books, including 
“Dead Man Walking,” an account 
of Prejean’s spiritual relationship 
with a Louisiana Death Row in- 
mate that later became an Oscar- 
winning movie. 

“Sister Prejean has long been a 
leading light in the fight for social 
justice across a wide spectrum of 
issues, especially the movement 
to end capital punishment in the 
United States,” said the Rev Den- 
nis H. Holtschneider, DePaul’s 
president. 

“We are deeply honored that 
she has chosen DePaul to pre- 
serve the records of her life’s 
work. We are committed to 
making certain that her papers 
will long serve as an important 
and accessible research tool for 
scholars and others interested in 
fighting for the rights of the con- 
demned.”

Guardian Angels foil 
robbery on Red Line

Three Guardian Angels made a citizen’s arrest 
of two robbery suspects early Tuesday morning 
on the CTA’s Red Line after the men allegedly 
snatched a camera from two foreign exchange 
students from India. 

Guardian Angels Miguel Puentes, Keanthi 
Davis and Felipe Aroyo— all dressed in their 
signature red berets— were patrolling a north- 
bound Red Line train when Puentes noticed 
some strange behavior from two male passen- 
gers and decided to keep watch, he said. 

The pair were walking through the train 
cars, scoping out passengers, said Puentes, 
whose account was confirmed by police. He 
said the two men eventually walked to the 
front car, and he followed them. On the way, 
he said, he noticed two students with a camera 
working on a report. 

The train continued north from the Clark 
and Division stop, and when it reached the 
Addison station, one of the men grabbed the 
camera from one of the students, Puentes said. 

“He snatched it and walked through the

train car like nothing happened,” Puentes said. 

Puentes approached both of the men and 
asked, “Who has the guy’s camera?” he said. 
One of the men took a swing at Puentes, he 
said, but he blocked it. But as soon as the 
door opened at the Addison stop, the robber 
punched him in the jaw, he said. 

By this time, the other two Guardian Angels 
made it to the scene of the scuffle and helped 
Puentes subdue the two men until police ar- 
rived. (The Guardian Angels posted video of 
the end of the confrontation on YouTube.) 

Police found three cell phones on one of the 
suspects, Puentes said. 

Ryan Mitchell, 19, of the 9000 block of 
South Langley Avenue, and Hoyle Marshall, 
22, of the 9600 block of South Union Avenue 
were both charged with robbery and battery, 
police said this morning. 

Puentes, who has been an Angel for 22 years 
said their presence on the “L’ is to be a visible 
crime deterrent. 

“I guess [the men] felt invincible,” he said. 
“They didn’t care.”

By Tracy Swartz 1 redeye 
Saturday was the deadliest day of the 
year so far, a RedEye analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data found. 

Three people were fatally shot and 
two people were stabbed to death on 
Saturday, RedEye determined. The shoot- 
ings claimed a 24-year-old woman in 
South Shore; a 28-year-old man in East 
Garfield Park; and an 18-year-old female 
in Roseland, officials said. 

Meanwhile, a 22-year-old man was 
stabbed to death in West Garfield Park 
and a 56-year-old man was fatally 
stabbed on the Near West Side that same 
day, according to officials. 

The last time Chicago saw five homi- 
cides in one day was Nov. 13, when three 
men were shot to death, one man was 
fatally stabbed and one woman was 
beaten to death, RedEye determined. 

So far this month, nine homicides have 
been recorded. Twenty-three homicides 
were logged in February last year, based 
on RedEye data, tswartz@tribune.com

U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords, recovering from a 
gunshot wound to the head sustained Jan. 8, is 
regaining part of her ability to speak, her spokesman 
said Wednesday 

C.J. Karamargin would not divulge what Giffords 
has said, other than saying she asked for toast. 

“It’s very good news,” he said. 
Giffords is at TIRR Memo- 
rial Hermann rehabilitation 
hospital in Houston. She was 
moved there late last month 
from University Medical Cen- 
ter in Tucson, Ariz., where she 
was taken after the shooting at 
a “Congress on Tour Corner” 
event at a Tucson supermarket. 

Six people were killed in the incident; Giffords 
was among 13 injured. Authorities have said they be- 
lieve Giffords was targeted in the shooting. A 22-year- 
old suspect, Jared Lee Loughner, is facing federal 
charges. 

Giffords’ office said she actually spoke her first

words before Wednesday morning, but has been 
speaking more since then.

Documentary takes fans on road with Bieber

Justin Bieber’s “Never Say Never” 3-D movie opens with a bunch of 
libuTube videos that went viral the way his did. Sneezing pandas, sur- 
prised kittens and little Bieb singing, “With You'' 

Director Jon Chu says he wanted to start the documentary, which 
opens Friday, the way most people learned about the 16 -year-old sensa- 
tion. “I remember exactly where I was when I saw him sing that Chris 
Brown song,” Chu says. “I remember saying, 'Who is this kid?’ and I 
remember forwarding it to my friends.” 


YOUTUBE’S 
GOT TALENT 


More than almost any other artist— 
aside from maybe Lady Gaga, who gives 
him a run for his cyber-money— Bieber 
is a product of today’s incredibly wired 
world, where stars seemingly maintain 
one-to-one contact with fans through a 
barrage of tweets, pictures and videos. 
When Bieber dubbed his debut, “My 
World,” he could just as easily have 
been staking his claim to his consider- 
able corner of the Internet. 

But “Never Say Never”— part docu- 
mentary part concert film— shows 
that Bieber’s new-millennium success 
is based on old-school hard work and 
talent. 

“That’s the vision I wanted,” says 
Scott “Scooter” Braun, Bieber’s 29 -year- 
old manager and one of the movie’s 
producers. “We didn’t make this for his 
core audience. This wasn’t just a kiss to 
the fans. We wanted to make a great 
movie. In this recession, when kids 
aren’t hearing any stories of inspiration, 
this is a success story and it’s for real. 
It shows hard work and determination 
can lead to something extraordinary” 

The Bieber success story that “Never 
Say Never” chronicles may be familiar 
to fans, but that doesn’t make it less 
amazing. 

In 2007, when he was 12, Bieber en- 
tered a singing contest in his hometown 
of Stratford, Ontario. His mom, Pattie 


Mallette, filmed it and uploaded it to 
YouTube so that their relatives could 
watch it, but soon strangers were find- 
ing Bieber’s version of “Respect” and 
forwarding it to their friends. 

By the end of 2009, Braun, who 
also manages rapper Asher Roth and 
worked with Jermaine Dupri at So So 
Def Recordings in Atlanta, had seen 
the videos, signed Bieber and helped 
him create his major-label debut. Now, 
even though Bieber’s still new enough 
to be up for a best new artist Grammy 
next week, he’s also already sold out 
Madison Square Garden. 

“It’s a fairy tale,” Chu says. “I love 
fairy tales. ... This is the origin story of 
a hero.”

Motorhead singer/bassist Lemmy Kilmis- 
ter is the kind of genre-personifying hard 
rock icon who invites Chuck Norris-style 
hyperbole (one fan claims the only 
survivors of a nuclear bomb would 
be cockroaches and Lemmy). That’s 
because there are so many spectacular 
real-life stories about the veteran rocker, 
recalled by Lemmy himself, as well as 
rock icons Ozzy Osbourne, Slash, Alice 
Cooper, Joan Jett, Dave Grohl, all of 
Metallica and many more. 

The buzz: This is the feature debut 
for directors Greg Olliver and Wes 
Orshoski, who gain full access to Lemmy 
from the inside of his house to his for- 
mer bandmates in The Rockin’ Vickers 
and Hawkwind to his son (whose mom 
lost her virginity to John Lennon, but 
named her boy Paul anyway). That 
may be why the movie, which is re- 
leased in a two-disc DVD on Tuesday 
(store.lemmymovie.com), already has 
won over numerous crowds and critics

The verdict Simultaneously de- 
constructing and reinforcing a myth, 
“Lemmy” presents Lemmy as a man both 
born to rock and unchanged by stardom. 
Priceless anecdotes pile up around this guy 
like bras at a 1980s metal show and reveal a 
humble man vdth a superhuman tolerance 
and a rock ‘n’ roll resume that’s hard to 
top. (Being a roadie for Hendrix is a good 
way to gain credibility with pretty much 
anybody) The influence of both his music 
and his attitude are undeniable, even if 
the affectionately badass doc skimps a 
little bit on his youth and details about the 
other members of Motorhead. This is rock 
school for the already-informed and the 
ill-informed— a two-hour flurry of legend- 
ary living that also reinforces why “fast and 
loud” doesn’t mean dumb, just heavy

Get ‘Super Rich’ 
without weaith

When Russell Simmons says he can teach you 
how to become super rich, he has no lack of 
attentive listeners. 

After all, Simmons, who went from Def 
Jam Records co-founder to clothing, jewelry 
and TV production juggernaut, is a frequent 
VIP on Forbes’ lists and his personal net 
worth is estimated in the hundreds of millions 
even in an off year. 

But the mega mogul, who will appear at 
New Life Covenant Church on Friday to pro- 
mote “SUPER RICH: A Guide to Having it 
All,” warns that people might have the wrong 
idea about what “super rich” means. 

“This book is about spiritual riches,” Sim- 
mons told RedEye earlier this week, during a 
conversation that also involved a profession 
of love for the Greater Grand Crossing spot. 

Soul Vegetarian. Simmons is a vegan. “Pros- 
perity is a fringe benefit.” 

The man who brought us Baby Phat de- 
scribed his book as a guide to re-learn such 
religious principles as: Good givers are great 
getters and that big-hearted people attract 
wealth. 

He also said that if people focus enough on 
their jobs and being great at them, they will 
find peace in the work. “Even washing a dish 
will be like a prayer,” Simmons said. 

RedEye couldn’t help but ask how this phi- 
losophy sits with mainstream rappers. After 
all, Simmons signed Jay-Z, LL Cool J and the 
Beastie Boys, and is considered one of the 
founding fathers of modern hip-hop music. 

How does his emphasis on the soul, rather 
than the Champagne-sipping, resonate with 
his peers? 

Simmons, known as a staunch defender of 
the musical culture and what he calls “its po- 
ets,” did not disappoint. 

“I didn’t write this book for rappers,” Sim- 
mons said. “It’s written for people in prison 
and on the corner who are suffering. ... It’s 
written for the people on Wall Street who 
may not be showy with their purchases, but 
put their money away and don’t share it. They 
are just as bad, if not worse.” 

Softening a bit, the father of both the Def 
Comedy and Def Poetry Jam, added that rap- 
per-turned-actor LL Cool J had taken away 
some powerful lessons from principles in “Su- 
per Rich” and has attracted accolades from a 
variety of celebs. 

But of all the endorsements, Simmons said 





he was most moved by letter from a man in 
prison. 

“He told me he never felt free before in all 
his life before he read my chapter on medi- 
tation,” Simmons said. “I was so inspired by 
that. I can’t even describe it.” 

Simmons said he could relate to the letter- 
writer, having found his own inner peace by 
practicing yoga, reading the “Bhagavad Gita” 
and the writings of yoga instructor Ruth Lau- 
er-Manenti. That is why he is sharing his phi- 
losophies with “Super Rich” readers. 

“The core teaching is to be closer to God 
and be happy” Simmons said. “{‘Super Rich’} 
is meant to give you happiness. Extreme 
wealth can’t do that.”
